Broadway, Washington and the cross- 
town streets, now athrob iriUi the hum 
of industry, noisy with the tread of 
traffic, were a part of the same pastoral 
soene. North of Fourth street on Broad- 
way there was not a building. Oats grew 
in the middle of the unpaved roadway 
and along the sidewalk line. 


'ifie uakianU waterfront with its busy 


docks and shipping was then a marshy 
flat, where long-snouted clams spouted 
lustily at ebb tide and fiddler crabs laid 
an erratic course over the sand. In place 
of the present fleet of commodious, com- 
fortably appointed ferryboats which > ear- 
ly transport forty-two million people 
across San Francisco Bay, two small, flat- 
bottomed craft of shallow draft served 
the need.

At the time of Mr. Boorman'a arrival 


the little town of San Pablo, beyond 
Richmond, was almost egual in popula- 
tioi1 to Oakland; the don- jet rude lh«r 
broad acres and the SpamJi pear orchard 
of General Aharado uas a place of note 
;uid picturesque charm. Mr. Boorman 
farmed where tlie bustling town of Albany 
n-nv ttands. Not long, b»\ve\er. for For- 
tune called him and he hastened into the 
hills.

"I spent four yeais iu Nevada, Idaho, 


Montana and British Columbia. It was 
my privilege to experience much in the 
way of frontier life; depending on pack 
mules to carry my outfit, and upon my 
pistol and rifle for protection and food. 
As a placer miner I panned dirt from 
hundreds of streams in the wilds of the 
great inter-mountain country. It was 
during those years the organized bands 
of road agents were run down. Some of 
them managed to reach the Dakotas, but 
all were finally either captured or failed. 
I knew personally many of the Vigilantes 
of those times. It wa« tb« Vigilantes who 
brought law and order into the West" 


Returning to San Pablo from his wan- 


derings, Boorman married Anna Crosa 
Wood. 
She, too, was a pioneer, having 


arrived in California from England via 
Panama in October, 1856.

heard the voice of Jehovah, speaking from 
n burning bu.-h. he returned to Egypt and 
began the gitcantic ta-k of moving an 
entire people from one country to another, 
through the endless tracts of the desert 
of Sinai. 


But there were other difficulties. King 


Rameses wa« dead, and his successor. 
Mineptah, had probably never lieanl of 
the killing of the Egyptian. Motes could 
therefore safely return to Egypt, as fur 
as the police were concerned. 
But now 


the Jews (hi= own people) were unwilling 
to believe him. 


Slaverv i= a bad thing for the souls of 


men. It makes them coward=. The Jews 
had a hard life in Kgypt. l>ut they were 
certain of three meals each day. It was 
no doubl very plea.-ant to talk about a 
glorious and free existence in a new coun- 
try. 
Cut that Promised Land lay many 


miles away and ju-t then it was in the 
huuds o[ ho-tile heathen. There would be 
fuliiin'_r ami month- of wandering through 
the hot sand.- of Sinai, nnd at the end, the 
sni-ce=s- of 
I he expedition wa? very doubt- 


ful, 
rnfortimaiely, Mo«es was not a 


good talker. He was a man of unbounded 
courage and endlew patience and perse- 
\erance. 
Bat like many another brave 


and intelligent leader, he got very Impa- 
tient when he was trying to convince 
people who were unwillin? to f=ee the 
reasonableness of his arguments. 


And so be wisely left the prelirainary 


discussions to his brother Aaron and him- 
self devoted his attention to many details 
that had to be arranged before anything 
definite could be done. 


He went buldJj to Pharaoh and asked 


that the Jewish tribes which had come to 
the. country voluntarily during tlie reign 
of the great viceroy, Joseph, be allowed 
to depart in pence. 


His request was curtly refused. 
It 


reacted most unhappily upon the poor 
workmen in the royal brick-yards. 
Hence- 


forth they were treated a- prisoners \Uu> 
had tried to escape. (They were carefully 
watched and their t;isks were made harder 
than before.) 
.formerly, they had been 


giu'ii the straw that was neces»ary for 
the making of their bricks. 
Now they 


must provide IhL- themselves, and yet they 
must turn out as many bricks per mini 
per day as they had done before. 
This 


meant additional hours of toil.

regulation made the Jews -\ cry angry with 
Moses. 
That is what hail come uf his 


meddling. lie had belter return to the 
desert whence he had come and leave his 
fellow-countrymen in peace, lest they all 
peri-.h before the wrath of great Pharaoh. 


ilo?es at last began to have a clear ap- 


preciation of the extreme danger of his 
position. 


He sent his wife and his children, v*ho 


fend accompanied him, back to hi= father- 
in-law, in the distant Midnui country 
Then he began in all seriousness to pre- 
pare for the davs that wore to follow. 
Time and again (but with lery little suc- 
cess) did he tell the Jews what they ought 
to do. lie tried to convince them that it 
was Jehovah who was speaking to them. 
They must leave the land of slavery at 
once if the promise to Abraham, that 
Israel would be a great nation, was ever 
to be fulfilled. 


The Jews listened. They murnbk-d to 


themselves and refused to budge. 
The 


years of bondage had broken tlnnr faith. 
They doubted the power of their ain-ieni 
God. 
They were willing to be slaves. 


Moses understood that neither aide 


would make a move without the use of 
force. He alone was not strong enough 
to brin^ Ins own people to reason. Neither 
could he hope to convince Pharaoh. 
Je- 


hovah alone could do this, and Jehovah 
did not desert his faithful sen ant in this 
hour of need. He told Moses to go once 
more before the King and warn him of 
the terrible things that would happen if 
he refused to heed the warnings of the 
God of the Jews. For the second lime, 
ifoses and Aaron went to the royal palaee, 
and asked that their people be allowed to 
depart in peace. 


Again they were refused. 
Then Aaron.took his staff and stretched 


it over the waters of the Nile. The vv aters 
turned ret], nnd the people were forced 
to dig wells, that they might not die of 
thirst. 


Pharaoh heard the cries of the thWy 


people, but he refused to let the Jews go. 


That was the first plague. 
Then came the next. 
Often the banks of the Nile were full 


of frogs. This time, millions of the slimy 
beasts crept out of their marshy homes 
arid hopped all over the land. They en- 
tered the houses and tumbled into the 
newly dug wells, atfd made evcrybodv 
most uncomfortable. 
Pharaoh saw the 


floor of his palace turned into one swarm- 
ing green mass of live frogs. 
He hesi- 


tated. He asked Moses to take the frogs 
away. As soon as they were gone, so ho 
promised, the Jews would be allowed to 
leave Egypt. Rut when the frogs had 
all died at the command of Mn=p.ct Pharaoh 
forgot all about his given word. The Jews 
Vere as badly off as before. 


Then came the next plague. 
Clouds of large, distrusting flies began 
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to buzz all over the country. They carried 
disease far and wide. The food of the 
Egyptians was being spoiled. People were 
beginning to die. 


Pharaoh tried to compromise. He sug- 


gested to Moses that the Jews be permit- 
ted to go to the desert for a short while to 
sacrifice to their own God after their own 
fashion. If they promised to come back 
iv hen the sacrifice had come to an cud, 
they could take a short holiday. 


Moses made an end to the pestilent vH, 


f,aiion of the flies, and Pharaoh, glad to be 
rid of this nightmare, disregarded his 
promise as soon as the last fly had been 
ijjooed out oi his dining-room. 


Then came the next plague. 
All the cattle of the Egyptians fell sick 


•with a mysterious and deadly disease. 
Soon there was a dearth of fresh meat. 


Still Pharaoh refused. 
Then came the nest plague. 
The bodies of all men and women were 


covered T\ ith terrible sores, and no physi- 
cian knew how to cure them. 


Then came the next plague. 
A hail storm destroyed the harvest that 


stood in the fields. 


Then came the neit plague. 
Lightning struck the barns where the 


flax and the seed gram for the nest year 
liad been stored. 


Then came the Best plague. 
A cloudburst of grasshoppers broke 


o\er the poor country. Within a single 
day all the trees and shrubs etood bare. 
]STot a leaf was left. 


By now, Pharaoh was thoroughly fright- 


ened, lie asked that Moses come to see 
him.

SPENT MANY YEARS IN

THEY LOST HOPE BUT 
MOSES UPHELD THEM. 
People often ask why the inhabitants 


of our slums do not leave their miserable 
homes and mo\e into the open spaces of 
the great west, where a man can be his 
own master and can give his children a 
chance to grow up into healthy and strong 


The ans~wer is simple enough. 
These poor creatures have become so 


accustomed to the comparative comforts of 
the city, that they fear to go forth into 


they were born, and nothing short of act- 
ual starvation can make them move. 


Human traits rarely change. The Jews 


of three thousand years ago were not very 
different from ourselves. They had been 
unhappy in Egypt because they had been 
subjected to horrible slavery. Now thev 
were free, hut once more they complained. 
They hated the desert and the sand and 
the bf>at: and soon they were all blaming 
Moses, who had taken them away from 
their Egyptian tenements to plunge them 
into a new life which frightened them 
more than the whips of the royal task- 


The story of the foriy years in the 


desert is an endless chronicle of discontent. 
If it had not been for the unconquerable 
energy of Moses, the tribes would have 


Moses found the Jews worshiping tke golden calf. 


*n unknown land where they nrast depend 
upon themselves for their livelihood." 


In a town, all sorts of things are done 


for us by tie unseen hands of the govern- 
ment. Even the poorest citizen can get 
all the water he needs by turning on a 
faucet. 
An immigrant, fresh from Ellis 


Island, can, if he is hungry and has a few 
pennies, run to a grocery store and buy 
himself a certain amount of food, neatly 
prepared and done up ia convenient tin 
cans. 


Out in the wilds, however, of an un- 


settled country, the pioneer must carry 
his own water from a nearby river. He 
must kill his own cattle. He must raise 
iis o*u eoru and potatoes. 


Lota of people do not know how to do 


this. They are afraid to take a chance 
and learn. 


And so they live and they die where 


returned to bondage before a year" wai 
gone. 


Yet, during the first moment of exalta- 


tion, when the Jews saw their Egyptian 
enemies perish before their eyes, they 
knew a moment of triumph and happi- 
ness. 


'•Who is like Thee, 0 Jehovah f' they 


sang. "Who ia like Thee among all the 
gods of the earth in glory and power?" 


But when they had spent a few mouths 


among the endless hills of Sinai, they no 
louder thought of their God who had tri- 
umphed gloriously and who was their 
nhengtb and their taff. Nay, they Ijrgot 
ah about him an-1 only asked that th>? be 
toitn b^ck to the land from which h* had 
JKfl delivered teem after &uch tr^uendoas 
«ft'ort. 


They cursed the intolerable wilderness 


•nd they openly expressed their disgust 
•with Moses and bis foolish plans. When 
provisions began to run low, they said that 
they were all surely going to die and they 
went to their leader and asked "Give na 
to ea't, or let us return." 


Moses, strong in his faith, told them that 


Jehovah would provide for them in their 
Lour of need. 


And behold! the next morning, they 


found the desert covered with small white 
flakes which could be beaten into a dough, 
and which made excellent cakes of a 
honcy-lik« sweetness. The Egyptians, 
who knew this plant, had called it "man- 
no." The Jews called it "Jnanna" and 


overnight for their own benefit. 
They 


gathered a fresh crop every day, except 
on the seventh day, when they celebrated 
the Sabbath and lived on the extra supply 
which they had laid in during the pre- 
vious twenty-four hours. 


Such signs of divine approval made the 


Jews more obedient for a short time. This 
mood, however, never lasted very long. 
Soon there was a lark of water. Again 
the hearts of the different families went 
to Motes and asked that they might re- 
turn to their old homes on the bank of 
the Nile. Moses then beat the rocks with 
his staff (as Jehovah had told him to do) 
and a rich stream of water gushed forth 
from the hard g'-anite arid they filled their 
pitchers and their bowls and their skillets 
and drank to their hoarU" content. 


Then they waited for a frtth cause for 


eomplaint. 
One tierce tribe of Arabs, 


called the Amalekites, was forever trjing 
to steal the cattle of the Jews. Of course, 
they could have resisted these robberies, 
for they were strong enough to defend 
their own. But, as I have said often be- 
fore, they had lived for such a long nine 
behind the sheltering walls of the eiUes 


the moon. By now, it had become clear 
to Moses that he would never achieve hh 
purpose unless he could make his follow- 
eis acknowledge that Jehovah was iheir 
only God. Abraham and I«iae and Ja- 
cob had known this to be the truth. Their 
descendants, however, had lived for such 
a long time among people who wor- 
shipped several hundred divinities thnfc 
they hail lost the old sense of a personal 
relationship with one almighty ruler of 
both Heaven and earth. 


Moses bade his men build a fortified 


ramp at the foot of Sinai. He told them 
to stay where they were and wait for his 
return. Tie wo aid bring them a message 
of the utmost importance. 


Accompanied only by Joohua (Aaron 


remained behind as eomniander-i-'i-chief) 
Moses began to climb the high rocks of 
the ancient mountain. 


VThcn he iieared the top, he aoked 


Jo-him. to leave him while he alone went 
forth to hear the message of Jehovah. 


Forty days and forty nights he was 


gone. 


All that time, the mountain v, as hidden 


from view by a thick veil of clouds. 


Then Moses returned aud behold.' he 


earned two large tablets of stone and 
upon these stood engraved the law o£ 
Jehovah, which has come to be known to 
us ns the Ten Commandments. 


Unfortunately, the Jews had behaved 


ver> badly while their leader was gone. 
Aaron was a weak commander. He could 
not enforce discipline and soon the camp 
had been turned into a veritable Egyptian 
village. 
The women and the girls had 


stripped themselves of their golden orna- 


cwords. They would rather lose a few 
sheep and donkeys than go forth to 
battle. 
This of "fconrse encouraged the 


Amalekites and they harassed the Jewish 


idol which reminded them of the holy 
cows'which -since time immemorial had 
been an object of worship to the people of 
the Nile.

thing must be done to make an end to 
this wholesale theft He called Joshua to 
him, whom he knew as a brave young 
man, and whom he had entrusted with 
some special mission npon several pre- 
vious occasions. 


"Drive away the Amalekites," Moses 


told him. 


Joshua obeyed orders and left the camp 


with a few volunteers. 
As soon as he 


was gone, Moses lifted up his arms to- 
ward Heaven and as long as his arms 
were stretched out over his troops, Joshua 
with the help of Jehovah, was successful. 
But when Moses grew tired and allowed 
his arms to drop, then the Araalefcites re- 
turned and fell upon the Jews and killed 
niany of them. 


When they saw this, Aaron and Hur 


supported the aching arms of their leader, 
and towards the evening, the Amalekites 
hod been completely defeated and Jehorafc 
had given the victory to his faithful fol- 
lowers. 


Soon afterwards ,the caravan reached 


ttc land of Midian, where the father-in- 
law of Mosea lived. The old man was 
very happy to ace his relatives once more. 
He offered a sacrifice to express his grati- 
tude to Jehovah, whom he too worshipped 
as the sole ruler of Heaven and earth, 
and he allowed his son Hobab to join the 
Jews when they marched northward, that 
he might act as their guide. 


The wandering tribes then left the 


desert and entered the mountainous re- 
gion which surrounds the rock called 


v after Sia, tbt Asiatic (oddest «f 


around their golden calf when Moses en- 
tered the camp. 


He was in great anger. He bad heard 


the singing and shouting from afar. Now 
he knew what it meant. In his fnrj, he 
threw the stone tablets upon the ground 
so that they were broken. Then he pulled 
down the golden image and destroyed it, 
and when this was done, he called for 
volunteers to stamp out this dangerous 
rebellion. 


Only one of the tribes, thai of Levi, 


rallied to his support. 
They were the 


strongest of them all. They fell upon 
their fellow-traveler* and they killed 
those who refused to acknowledge Jeho- 
vah and they showed no mercy to the 
men who had been the ringleaders of the 
rebellion against Moses and who had 
stirred up trouble during his absence.

Jcho\ah had talked to the first of tho.-e 
great prophets -who since then have tried 
to show tin1 linnnn race the folly of cow- 
ardice and unrighteousness. 


Deeply disappointed by this occurrence, 


Moaes acted for once with great stern- 
ness. 
He recognized that 
his people 


needed more than personal leadership. 
They must have written laws and they 
must be forced to respect the words of 
their elder*. Otherwise the v-'«ole eTnedi- 
tion would end in anarchy and there never 
would be a united race of Jewish men aud 
women. 


Once more he went to the top of Mount 


Sinai. When he returned, his face showed 
clearly that he had seen things which 
thus far had remained hidden to all other 
men. 
His eyes sent forth bea;r>s of light. 


No one could look at him for a long timo. 


He carried, two new tablets of stone 


and upuii these stood engraved those self- 
same laws which had been destroyed when 
Moses had returned to find his people 
worshipping the golden calf. 


And thcbe uru the commandments which, 


Jehovah had given to Moses for the eon- 
duct of the Jews 


They must reeogniye no gods except 


Jehovah. 


They must not make themselves graven 


image?, tuch as had been used in the 
land of Egypt. 


They roust not. take the name of Je- 


hovah in vain. 


They must work six days but rest on 


the seventh day, and use it to worship 
their God. 


They must always honor their fathers 


and their mothers. 


They must not murder. 
They must not take another man's wife, 


and women must not take another wo- 
man's husband. 


They must not steal. 
They mupt never give false testimony 


•gainst their neighbors. 


They must not be greedy and wish for 


their neighbor's house, nor his servants, 
nor his cattle, nor anything that 'belonged 
to their neighbor. 


The Jews now had their laws. 
But 


they needed a place where they could . 
come together to worship Jehovah. Moses 
therefore ordered a Tabernacle to be 
built. It was really a ehurch, made out 
of wooden walls, which were covered with 
an awning. Years later, when the wan- 
derers once more lived in cities, they re- 
constructed the original Tal>ernaele with 
the help of bricks and marble and gran- 
ite, and then it became the famous temple 
of Jerusalem. 


Next it was necessary to have priests 


that the service in the Tabernacle might 
be conducted according to 'certain pre- 
scribed regulations. Because the rucn of 
the tribe of Levi had stood by Moses 
when he tried to suppress the worship of 
the golden calf, they were chosen to be 
pric&ts. As "Lcvitcs," we shflll h<-«r of 
them all through Jewish history. As for 
Moses, he made himself the uncrowned 
king of the surviving Jews. Acting upou 
the advice which his father-in-law had 
given him a long time before, he slated 
that he alone was allowed to come into the 
presence of Jehovah, whenever it was 
neeess>ary that some divine command be 
imparted to the faithful ones. 


Furthermore, he ordained that after his 


death, this high office should go to his 
brother Aaron and to his sons and grand- 
children until the end of time. 


Often during the journey in the desert, 


Moses had suffered because the men and 
vamen o£ the different families natdly 


kne^ whom they should re-'Ognize as their 
own immediate head. 
Moses therefore 


divided the people into certain definite 
group?. Over each one he placed a trust- 
ed Elder. Him lie called a Judge, that ha 
might hear all minor complaints and settle 
all small points of dispute, so that the 
people might live together as good neigh- 
bors. 


Only when all this had been done, did 


he give the sign to break up camp. A 
high pillar of clouds -nrhich for more than 
a year had floated ahead of the wanderers, 
and which had shown them the path in 
the desert, now settled down upon the 
lioiy cUest, or AMC, in wincii me saci'eu 
tablets of the Commandments were car- 
ried. The Levites took up their holy bur- 
den, wbit'h was for ever to stand as the 
center of the Temple, and the seven thou- 
sand men and women and children who 
remained, continued their way. 


But as they came nearer and nearer to 


the old land of their fathers, their troubles 
increased. The wife oi.' Moses, Zipporah, 
had died and he had married a woman of 
the tribe of the Oushites. In the eyes of 
iiie other Jews, she was a foreigner. They 
hated her and openly showed their dislike. 
In his difficulties, Moses was not even, 
supported by his own brother and sister, 
He had given them high office in the new 
state which he had just founded. 
But 


they were jealous. 
They wanted more 


honors for themselves. 
They said so 


until Mot-es, in disgust, took Aaron to the 
top of Mount Hor and there stripped him 
of all his former dignities. 


Finally, when they were almost within 


eight of Canaan, they suffered terribly 
from the snakes that infested the country. 
Moses then made a large snake of copper. 
He put this image on a high stake where 
all the people could see it. 
Thereafter, 


die deadly bite became quite harmless. 


But the nearer the tribes came to th« 


:her Jordan, the more aggressive became 
the attitude of their enemies. Soon the 
Jewish eamp was full of stories about 
terribly big men, who were called the 
sons of Anak and who now occupied th« 
old farms of Abraham, which Moses in» 
tended to claim for the sole benefit of his 
own people. 


To make an end of these fairy-tales, 


Moses chose one man from each of the 
twelve tribes and sent the twelve forward 
to spy out the land they were about to 
conquer. 
After a short while, Joshua 


(who was forever in the thick of things) 
and Caleb (a joung man from the tribo 
of Judah) returned carrying an enormous 
Lunch of grapes. These they had found 
in a valley called Eshcol. They reported 
that the land was very fertile. It abound- 
ed in milk and honey. 
Of course, thU 


eountry could not V l«k'-n away from 
the present occupants without some fight- 
ing, But they were quite certain that th* 
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•Jews could defeat their enemies and they 
ad-, i^ed an immediate advance. 


Bat panic had alrefuh s>'.ept through 


the 
tribe?,. 
They 
had 
marched 
and 


marched and marchtd. They had suffered 
from hunger and from beat aud from 
thirst and from snake1- and 
n<>\\ 
tlnn 


were asked to expo-e themselves to the 
deadly fury of the Ilitiitc- and the Jebu- 
-ites and the Atn-mtes and tho Cannauile= 
and the Aiualekjles. 
Thi-. \\:i<- too much. 


Once more they broke i n f o rebellion. 


Many hot-heads openly advocated a re- 


"nrn to Kgypt. There. wa-- tmt< h «liouniii,' 
tnd there were many syepdie-. 
In vain 


-(id Moses and Aaron ( >vho had regained 
lis courage somewhat) and bra\e Jo-lma 
ry to persuade their followers (hat no 
etreat was possible under the eircura- 
-tances. The people had lo-t ail reason,. 
t'hey were tired of thi- eternal journey- 
ing. 
They wanted peace, alrhond) it be 


he peace of bondage. 


Then Jehovah grew ;;tigr\. 
If;- pa- 


tience had become exhausted. 
His voice 


was heard from the dome of the Taber- 
nacle. 
The Jews-, so he said, had per- 


sistently disobeyed his will. As punish- 
ment for their lack of faith, they were 
condemned to wander in the desert for 
forty years. 


Even then, a few foolish souls tried to 


push forward on their own account. They 
were all killed by the Canaoniles and by 
the Amalekites. 


But the other* accepted tlieir fafe. They 


turned tlieir backs upon the Promised 
Land and for forty years they wandered 
through the /desert, and they were shep- 
herd-' a- Abraham and l>aae bad been 
before them.

The town of Livermore, -which takes its 


name from the father, Avas first located 
on two grants, Las Pesetas and El Valle 
de San Jose. It sprang into life as a 
town *ith the advent of the Cential 
Pacific railroad in 1869. 


Part of it, known as LaddsA'ille, was 


already a toAvn. Alphonso Ladd =ettled 
in the" Sunol Valley in 1850. 
Li the 


spring of ]864 he pre-empted a quarter 
section of land near the old Livermore 
honse, built a small dwelling, the first in 
what became known as Laddsville and i"s 
now Livennore.

MOWTJ-'S Landina:, he began building a 
hotel, and this formed the nucleus around 
which Laddsville was built. This hotel 
Avas bmued doAvu in 1876.

ing the second dwdlmsj house.

fourth building was a barroom, erected 
and conducted by Alexander ilcsa, a 
name Gahforman.

Laddsville. N«x( came the Italian restau- 
rant of Antone Bardolhn. The first child 
bora in LaddsAille was Elsie Horton, 
tuugWi of tin lsi.nl Hi,miii vuio built 
the school hon«e. 


The first Central Pacific tram made its 


jppcAranoe in that locality in August, 
I860 
In <he pievious July. William M. 


Mendcnhail, a famous Alamcda county 
pioneer, A\hose hie story reads like a 
romance, and who o« tied a large tract oi 
laud to the we^t of Laddsville, bad pre- 
sented (he Cenh-al Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany with tmentv acres oi land on Avhich 
(o build a Nation, and had a lown-,ite sur- 
Aeyed, \\hich he called Livermore in per- 
petuation of the name of the hardy old 
fcertler, for whom,he entertained a strong 
admiration.

In the follow ing year a piece of ground 


on the Arroyo Moclio was donated by 
Mendenhall for educational uses, and in 
the same year there was erected upon it 
the Livermore Collegiate Institute. 


Then came a conflagration that spelled 


disaster for Laddsville, but proved a 
blussmg in disguise to the new settlement. 


''In the month of NoA'ember of this year 


(1870)," says on old-time Alameda county 
historian, "the iiery fiend laid low the 
principal portion of Laddsville, which 
caused the business of that place to be 
trajisferied to the new toAAn and gave it a 
t;rcat impetus." 


But one thing remained to put Liver- 


moic premanentJy and decisively on the 
map. 
The first newspaper, the Enter- 


pi i-,e, v*as founded in May, 1874. 
On 


February ] , 1S77, it came under the man- 
agniicnt of W. P. Barllelt, and this ne-v 
editor and proprietor changed the name 
lo the Herald.

Much of 
the iodin (old spelling was iodine)

In the past the analyse* 
of various chemists havt differed 
as to tha amount of Iodin present 
In iea fishes, moilusks and crus- 
taceans, and hence there hw be«n 
some doubt about the Importance 
or vahie of sea food as a •ourc« 
of Iodln. 
But these discrepancies

Now musi- 
cal comedies arrive here .with original songs, to 
find their material stale.
